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San Jose, CA — When a teen- 
ager named Arturo Villarreal was 
toiling in the fields and canneries 
of San Jose, he had no idea he was 
making history by helping his native 
city blossom into the flourishing 
metropolis it is today. He also had 
no idea that 40 years later, he would 
be making history quite literally by 
writing about it. 

The idea for the upcoming 
book, Mexicans In San Jose, came 
to Evergreen Valley College Profes- 
sor Nannette Regua when she saw 
a similar image book by Arcadia 
Publishing called Filipinos in Stock- 
ton. Turns out, no one had done a 
photo history book of Mexicans in 
San Jose. So Regua sold the idea to 
the publisher and talked Villarreal, 
a professor of Ethnic Studies and 
Anthropology, into co-authoring 
the book. 

Unsung heroes, those who 
sweated and toiled in the industries 
that built San Jose's economy and 
infrastructure, are the subjects of 


their book. “Women, in particular, 
were extremely effective as commu- 
nity organizers and church leaders, 
so women are a major focus of the 
book,” says Regua. 

To find relevant subjects, the 
two professors asked community 
leaders for recommendations. They 


have also been soliciting photos of 


Mexicans and Mexican-Americans 
working, meeting, organizing, 
teaching, celebrating and socializ- 
ing, from the larger San Jose com- 
munity as well as from their students 
at the college. With one-third of its 
population being Latino, EVC is a 
natural starting point. 

“| want readers of this book 
to come away with pride about the 
many historical contributions and 
values we Mexicans and Mexican- 
Americans have brought to San 
Jose,” says Regua, an adjunct pro- 
fessor of History. “We see the book 
as a form of cultural recognition, 
encouraging confidence and pride 
among the population that built this 


city.” Villarreal agrees: “When you 
know your history, your rightful 
place in society, you feel empow- 
ered by it.” 

The book will feature sections 
on Arts and Entertainment, Church 
and Family, Leaders of Organiza- 
tions and San Jose’s cultural his- 
tory dating from 1777.

Obama promises new page in U.S. 


President-elect Barack Obama promised at a meeting with Mexico's 
Felipe Calderon that his administration will mark a new chapter in rela- 
tions between the United States and Latin America. The meeting held 
at the Mexican Cultural Institute in Washington was the first between 
Obama and a foreign leader after winning the Nov. 4 election. 

Obama, who spoke standing beside Calderon in one of the Insti- 
tute’s rooms, smiled when he promised that, despite what he called 
the “tensions” over the last few years in Washington's ties with Latin 
America, his mandate will open “a new page, a new chapter.” With 
regard to Mexico, the president-elect said that a “strong” bilateral rela- 
tionship “can be even stronger.” Among other things, Obama cited the 
cooperation with Mexico in the energy and environmental sectors. 

In his nearly two-hour conversation with the Mexican leader, which 
began with a lunch of tortilla soup, filet of sole and cilantro salsa, the two 
men talked “generally” about questions such as trade, immigration and 
the drug-related violence that has claimed nearly 9,000 lives in Mexico 
over the past two years. Obama praised the “extraordinary courage” of 
the Mexican leader in his fight against drug trafficking, while Calderon 
said that Monday’s meeting represents “the beginning of an extraordi- 
nary epoch of cooperation” between the two countries. 

Calderon said that he had asked Obama for a strategic alliance 
between the two governments to confront common problems, mainly 
security and the fight against organized crime. “The more secure Mexico 
is, the more secure the U.S. will be,” Calderon said. EFE

Cervical cancer remains one of 


the most common forms of cancer 
affecting women. Globally, cervical 
cancer is one of the second or third 
most common forms of cancer, say 
reports. More than 400,000 new 
cases are reported each year (mostly 
in disadvantaged groups who do 
not receive routine medical care), 
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but preventative screening meth- 
ods have been helping to reduce 
cervical cancer numbers among 
the masses. 

Many women are familiar with 
the Papanicolaou smear, or Pap test 
as it has been come to be commonly 
known. The test is done easily as 
part of a routine wellness visit for 
women and checks for the pres- 
ence of abnormal cervical lesions 
that could propagate into cervical 
cancer. Since the adoption of routine 
Pap tests in the late 1940s, the cases 
of cervical cancer have dropped 
considerably. But Pap tests are not 
100-percent accurate. Pap tests are 
obtained by swabbing the cervix and 
collecting cells for testing. Some- 
times other tissue can get in the way 
of cervical cells and interfere with 
the results. Women often receive 
false readings, whether positive or 
negative for cervical cancer. (MS)

Algunos 
progenitores que no han tenido 
aún conocimiento del diagnóstico 
exacto del problema llegan a pen- 
sar que su hijo es sordo.Los niños 
de corta edad con este trastorno 
pueden llegar a tratar a los adultos 
como objetos intercambiables.

por seis, al aumentar el número 
de casos detectados en torno a un 
quinientos por ciento, de acuerdo 
con los estudios más recientes. Al- 
gunos especialistas especulan so- 
bre la existencia de una “epidemia 
de autismo”, aunque la gran ma- 
yoría se decanta por pensar que la 
proliferación del número de casos 
se debe a un mejor conocimiento 
clínico de la enfermedad y al em- 
pleo de instrumentos diagnósticos 
más adecuados para su detección 
precoz. 

Escasos progresos 

Para el Dr. García Peñas, el 
autismo es un proceso “cronifica- 
do y severo” y aproximadamente 
la mitad de los afectados hacen 
muy escasos progresos a lo largo 
de su vida. Incluso los autistas 
con más alto nivel de inteligen- 
cia no consiguen una adaptación 
social normal porque suelen 
obtener buenos resultados aca- 
démicos en periodo escolar, con 
excelentes logros en disciplinas 
como matemáticas y física pero, 


posteriormente, “declina dramát 
camente su rendimiento”. 

En los autistas de más edad a 
veces se observa un excelente ren- 
dimiento en tareas que implican 
memoria remota. Por ejemplo, 
horarios de trenes, fechas históri- 
cas, fórmulas químicas o letras 
exactas de canciones escucha 
das años antes. Sin embargo, 
la aplicaciorf de esa capacidad 
mnemotécnica es repetitiva y no 
sincronizada en el contexto. Es 
decir salen de la boca del paciente 
“sin venir a cuento”. 

Las estadísticas indican que 
el autismo se presenta con una 
frecuencia hasta cinco veces 
mayor en varones que en mujeres, 
si bien éstas son más propensas a 
experimentar un retraso mental 
más grave. En la actualidad, la 
investigación de esta patología 
se centra en el campo de la gené 
tica con el fin de intentar definir 
distintos subgrupos de autismo 
en base a posibles correlaciones 
entre genotipo y fenotipo.

In our last story, La Oferta's 
readers took a trip to St. Croix, 
one of the three main islands in 
a chain of American territories in 
the Caribbean known as the U.S. 
Virgin Islands. Today, we’ re visiting 
the chain's two other hot spots for 
tourists, St. Thomas and its smaller 
sidekick St John. They’ve been 
described this way: St. Thomas is 


where the action is, and St. John 
isn’t. That’s not exactly true for the 
smaller island. lt depends on what 
kind of action you're after. If it’s 
eco-related or otherwise outdoors, 
St. John is loaded with it, two-thirds 
of the island having been set aside 
as national parklands. Visitors can 
enjoy Mother Nature's bounty in 
forests full of exotic wildlife and 
foliage, and on the white sands of 
unspoiled beaches. 

If you'd like to stay over, 
there's a variety of places to bed 
down ranging from campgrounds 
to posh resorts such as Rosewood's 


secluded Caneel Bay property. Also 
poking out of the bushes are a few 
shopping areas, mostly around the 
town of Cruz Bay where visitors 
arrive on water ferries from St. 
Thomas. Wade through the trinkets 
and the like, and you might find 
some fine, locally made wood carv- 
ings and loomed goods, many worth 
lugging home. But if you're after a 
full-blown shopping mecca, you'll 
find it a short ferry ride away on St. 
Thomas. Here, in Charlotte Amalie, 
the Virgin Islands’ capital city, the 
Streets are lined with seemingly 
endless rows of shops selling every-

thing from perfume to electronics. 
And all at duty-free prices. 

Why so many shops? Because 
St. Thomas is one of the most- 
visited cruise ports in the world. 
At Charlotte Amalie (pronounced 
ah-MAHL-yuh) and other shopping 
areas around the island, stayover 
guests from its dozens of hotels rub 
elbows with some two million an- 
nual day-visitors from giant cruise 
ships docked in the bay. U.S. resi- 
dents can bring back $1,600 worth 
of purchases, typically at prices 30 
to 60 percent less than the tab back 
home, without paying customs du- 
ties or taxes. Among the best buys 
are cameras, jewelry, DVD players, 
designer clothes, china, fine crystal 
and up to six bottles of liquor. 

A tip to shoppers: Look close, 
and you might come across paint- 
ings of Charlotte Amalie’s name- 
sake. She was the wife of Denmark’s 
King Christian V during the early 
days of that country’s 250-year 
rule of the islands, once called the 
Danish West Indies. America bought 
the islands during World War I. 
Another magnet for tourism are the 
spectacular views of St. Thomas’ 
bays and harbors from its hotels and 
hillside restaurants. The 300-room 
Wyndham Sugar Bay Resort & Spa, 
for example, sits on a mountaintop 
overlooking powdery beaches and 
several nearby islands across the 
blue-green waters. 

Of the 50 or so U.S. Virgin 
Islands only the three “saints” have 
been developed for tourism. It's be- 
lieved most of the others look much 
like they did in 1493 when Christo- 
pher Columbus first came this way. 
Their pristine beauty, it’s said, led 
him to name them Las Virgenes, 
after the legendary 11,000 virgin 
handmaidens of St. Ursula. 

Getting there: A number of

airlines fly nonstop to St. Thomas 
from connecting hubs on the U.S. 
mainland such as Miami, Charlotte 
and Philadelphia. Other flights con- 
nect at the nearby Caribbean hub 
at San Juan. Flotillas of low-fare 
ferries and water taxis zip back and 
forth between St. Thomas, St. John 
and St. Croix. Or you can pay a few 
bucks more to fly around the islands. 
Cape Air, for instance, operates 
a fleet of 25 twin-engine Cessnas 
on routes between St. Thomas, St. 
Croix and San Juan, among other 
local hops. St. John doesn't have 
an airport.
